demned the outlandish salaries paid 
railroad executives and placed re- 
sponsibility on the bankers for a 
large portion of the difficulties in 
which the railroad owners find them- 
selves, 

High Paid Officials 

“At the close of 1932,” he said, 
“there were over 1,000 railroad ex- 
ecutives still receiving, after reduc- 
tions due to the depression, salaries | 
ranging from $125,000 per year down 
and many of them unnecessary. 

“That probably largely accounts 
for the failure thus far to make 
More substantial progress toward 
consolidating the roads under the 
transportation act. 

“That interest, supported by the 
banks to whom they largely owe 
their positions, is certainly to be a 
factor in opposition to government 
ownership, although the useful ex- 
ecutives would not suffer from the 
change of ownership, with the pos- 
sible exception of the many who 
are grossly overpaid.” 

“Not the least advantage of gov- 
ernment ownership,” he continued, 
“will be the scrapping of the fallacy 
of applying the anti-trust laws to a 
nitural regulated monopoly such as 
the railroads. It is as absurd as 
the economic waste involved in the 
application of those laws to our na- 
tural resources. We should end the 
whole fiasco at the same time.” 


Ban on Yellow Dog Contract 
Passed by New York Senate 


Albany, N. Y.—The senate passed 
unanimously Senator Monahoe’s bill 
to bar yellow dog contracts. The 
bill is the Norris-La Guardia anti- 
injunction law enacted last year by 
the United States congress, The 
Monahoe bill applies to the courts 
of New York state the restrictions 
which the Norris-La Guardia bill 
imposes on federal courts. Bonator |

against it, but the bill passed by a 
vote of 36 to 13.

Delaware Old-Age Pension 
Fund $99,000 Too Small 


Delaware paid $1,877,316 in old- 
age pensions during 1932, according 
to the annual report of the old-age 
welfare commission. At the end of 
December, 1,565 persons were re- 
ceiving pensions, and 1,295 new ap- 
Plications were on file of which the 
commission estimated 828 are eli- 
gible and would receive pensions if 
funds were available. The present 
appropriation of $200,000 per an- 
num will not permit payments to 
additional persons. 

The average pension now paid 
is $9.84 per month. It would re- 
quire an additional appropriation of 
$99,000 per annum to pay pensions 
to those who have applications on 
file,

Home Building Retarded 

“Due to the economie conditions 
of the past few years home building 
has been materially retarded,” Field 
explained. “While little or no new 
construction has gone forward, 
naiural process of home obsoletion 
has kept up a normal pace. In fact 
the rate of obsoletion has increased, 


due to retrenchment in home main- 
tenance, caused by the subnormal 
economic situation. 


“The east bay will be the 
focal point for major develop- 
ment with the construction of 
the San Francisco-Oakland bay 
bridge, the government island 
projects, the army air base, the 
Sunnyvale and Marin naval 
bases and other undertakings 
of major calibre. 

“With the arrival of this develop- 


ment, new home districts will be 
opened throughout the east bay, | 
while considerable additional con- 


struction work of new homes will be 
carried on in the new thickly pop- 
ulated areas.” 

Some indication of the need for 
new homes is evidenced by the fact 
that only 218 new homes were built 
in Oakland during 1932. Normal 
consumption is approximately 3000 
including obsoletion of 1000 per 
year,

American Workers’ Efficiency 
Gains In Depression Period 


National Bureau of Economic Research Reports Output 
Per Man-Hour Increased Twelve Per 
Cent Since Year 1929. 


Efficiency of workers has increas- 
ed during the depression, apparently 
having gained 20 per cent in 1932 
over 1927 and 12 per cent over 1929

between 1927 and 1932, made for the | 
National Bureau of Economic re- | 
search, 

The increase in efficiency is re- | 
flected in figures showing the out- | 


put per man hours, though the phys- 
ical output per worker has not been 
as high as before the depression, 
1932 bringing a decline to a level 14 
per cent below that of 1929. 

“But, as an account of the 
productivity of labor this 
far from accurate,” Dr. Mills says. 
“Probably to a greater degree than 
in any earlier recession, part-time 
employment has been resorted to as 
a Means of equalizing burdens 
sharing work among wage-ealners. 

Output Holds Up “Remarkably” 

“From an average slightly greater 
than 48 hours per week in 1929 the 
actual working week of wage-earn- 
ers declined to something in the 
| neighborhood of 37 hours a week in 
1932, a drop of approximately 23 per 
cent. That output per worker car 
ried on payrolls declined only 14 pe 
cent in the face of this shortening 
of the average working week is re 
markable.” 

Dr. Mills explains that a more ac- 
curate picture of variations in pro- 
ductivity is secured by taking ac- 
count of the changes in the length 
of the working week. He continues: 

“Multiplying the index of factory 
employment by an index of 
jhours worked the wage-earner

COMPEL BANKS TO INSURE AGAINST BANKRUPTCY 


There are any number of reforms needed today, but in| 
connection with our banks and our entire system of banking, | 


there is one requirement that should be made mandatory 
upon every bank, asking for the privilege of doing a banking | 
business under the Stars and Stripes, and that is that it should | 
be mandatory upon each and every bank to fully and ade-| 


quately insure their depositors against loss in the event of | 
- | 
bankruptcy or suspension. 


| 


In other words, just as a bank requires that the owner | 


must insure his house against fire, earthquake or what not, | 
before such bank will loan any money on such house, so. 
every bank should be required specifically to guarantee all 
depositors against loss, as a result of bankruptcy or suspen- 
sion, by carrying insurance for that purpose. 

With such insurance in force and effect it would follow 
that in the event any bank failed, depositors would be noti- 
fied of that fact, together with additional notice in regard to 
when and where they could go to receive the full amount 
they were carrying on deposit in such bank. 


Such a law, put in practice and rigidly enforced, would 
put an end to individuals or firms being wrecked by the fail- 
ure of the bank where their funds are deposited. Banks might 
go broke, even then, and doubtless would, but if they did| 
the losses could not be mulcted against the money placed in| 
trust by depositors with such banks. On the contrary, the 
entire banking fraternity would have to pay the whole bill | 
of the luxury of bank failures. This requirement, made com- | 
pulsory on all banks, would be the most powerful incentive | ‘ 
that could be injected into those who are engaged in the | | 
banking business to want to demand and require stringent | . 
legislation laying down rigid rules and regulations for all, 
banks. At any rate, if they did not do this, the banks of the © 
country would have to pay any loss resulting from their fail- | * 
ure to establish such safe and sound banking practices. As a); 
result bank failures would, in all probability, practically cease | 
to be. But whether they did or not an end would come to in- | 
nocent depositors losing any of the money they might deposit 
with banks, in the event they should be compelled to close | 
their doors. | 


In China they have a method of their own for dealing 
with bank failures. 


There, in all such cases, not only do the heads of the 
banks that may fail have their precious heads cut off, but 
their wives and children are likewise beheaded. As a result 
of these drastic penalties for managers and directors of banks, 
that fail, it is claimed that bank failures in China are practi-| 
cally unknown. Yet, when they do take place enforcing the 
head-cutting penalty does not restore the lost funds to de- 
positors. Therefore, it would be far better for everybody con- 
cerned, to require every bank, before permitting it to receive 
deposits, to insure all depositors against loss, in the event 
such banks should fail or suspend. 


It would matter little what such a plan might be called, 


so long as it accomplished the purpose herein set forth in 
behalf of every bank depositor in the United States. |

One hopeful sign is that among the first laws to be in- 
troduced are laws providing for the establishment of a six- 
hour day, and the opening of vast public improvement pro- 
jects, whose construction is expected to provide employment

This is, indeed, a time for action. If the new administra- 
tion can keep going, as it has started, it may accomplish 
more in the next six months, than its predecessors accom- 
plished in the last six years.

4. Promoting a sales policy which 
will destroy the wastes of competi- 
tion and yield the best returns. 

5. Working for scientific read- 
justment of coal freight rates. 

6. Protecting the industry by Op- 
posing adverse tax legislation and 
encouraging the enactment of legis- 
lation which may be mutually deter- 
mined to be of value to the - in- 
dustry. 

7. Uniting in very practical way 
|for the advancement of the indus- 
try and the increased sale and con- 
sumption of its product.

Washington, D. C.—Complete co- 
operation and support of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in the national emer- 
gency caused by the breakdown of 
banks was pledged of William Green, 
president of the federation, in a 
statement dealing with the rights 
of the workers under’ conditions 
arising from the banking chaos. 

Pointing out that under the col- 
lapse of our financial institutions 
the working people, already bearing 
the major burden of the depression, 


will suffer most, Mr. Green milit- 
antly declared that the savings of 
the masses deposited in the banks 


should come under the protection of 
the government, and that if com- 
modity rise under inflated 
currency employers must increase 
wages so that living standards shall 
be protected.

Mr. Green’s staiement follows: 

“If currency inflation arises out of 
the collapse of banks and their fail- 
ure to function in a erisis labor will 
demand that wages shall increase 
in an amount corresponding to an 
increase in commodity prices which 
must inevitabiy follow. 

“No improvement in the distress- 
ing condiiions could be hoped for or 
expected if, through some form of 
currency inflation, the buying power 


of labor would remain = stabilized 
while commodity prices increased. 
“The purchasing power of the 


masses of the people must keep pace 
with whatever increase in commod- 
ity prices may occur. 
Workers Suffer Most 
“The closing of banks and the 
collapse of the nation’s financial 
institutions will add to the distress 


of labor. 

“Working men and women will 
suffer most. 

“The intense seriousness of the 


situation, however, calls for a con- 
tinuation of self-imposed restraint 
and discipline and the exhibition of 
that character of courage and pa- 
tience on the part of labor which

AFL President Demands Government Protection For Bank

Protect Savings 

“The demand for labor, however, 
is that the law-making bodies of the 
nation and those in control of our 
sovernment take such steps as may 
be necessary to control the banking 
Institutions of the nation, to accord 
protection to the savings of the 


|masses of the people and to prevent 


the dissipation of their deposits 
after they have placed them in the 
banks of the country in all good 
faith and confidence, 

“Such legislative action will serve 
to restore confidence and faith 
which, for the moment, has been 
sreatly impaired if not altogether 


| destroyed. 


Support the President 

“The responsibilities growing out 
of this terrible experience caused by 
the failures of the bankg to function 
rest heavily upon the president of 
the United States, 

“All classes of people are looking 
to him for leadership and construc- 
tive advice. 

“He deserves the encouragement, 
support and help of all classes of 
people, including labor. 

“In the existing grave emergency 
labor will respond ag it has in every 
instance by giving to the president 
its full and complete co-operation 
and support.”
